In a steering column comprising a lower tube and an upper 
tube which are part of a jacket of the steering column and 
fitted and crimped with a required overlap, a jacket 
connection structure characterized in that either one of the 
lower tube and the upper tube is formed with a cross section 
structure having a different shape in the overlap section than 
the other, and that a plurality of protruded portions and 
contact portions located between the protruded portions are 
formed in the axial direction along the outer periphery at 
even intervals.

An energy absorbing steering device which supports a 
steering' shaft having an upper shaft and a lower shaft which 
are connected in a telescopic manner on a steering column 
attached to a vehicle stationary member so as to be freely 
rotatable, wherein said steering column is divided into a 
first column division member and a second column division 
member such that said upper shaft and said lower shaft are 
supported on the first column division member and the second 
column division member respectively through bearings, wherein 
the outer peripheral surface of either one of said first 
column division member and said second column division member 
is formed in a circular shape, wherein a connection 
cylindrical section provided with a plurality of planar 
contact walls which are formed on the other division member to 
come in surface contact with said circular shaped outer 
peripheral surface, and wherein the two columns are connected 
together by pressure inserting said one column division member 
into said connection cylindrical section. 
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
